You say you want to 
travel? Then the study abroad 
fair held on Thursday 
September 30th was the place 
to start. The fair was designed 
to capture the interests of 
students with a wanderlust 
and to answer their questions 
at the same time. 

Why study abroad? 
Where can you go? Who can 
go? Most importantly, how 
much is it going to cost Mom 
and Dad? The answers to 
these questions are closer 
than you think - the Center 
for Internatonal Studies on 
Court Street, to be exact. 
When students who have 
returned from study abroad 
programs were asked why 
students should study abroad, 
the unanimous answer was for 
the experience you gain and 
the friends you make. You 
may never have another 
chance to travel across 
Europe on a train or to stay 
in a youth hostel, so why not 
do it for credit? The 
experience is something that 
will never be forgotten. 

The SUNY system offers 
over 250 different programs 
in over 40 countries. SUNY 
Plattsburgh has exchanges 
with Argentina, Canada, 
Chile, and the United 
Kingdom. If you decide to 
go, begin the process early 
since visas and passports take 
time to obtain. 

Almost all students are 
eligible to participate, but be 
warned. Most of the 




programs require a 2.5 
minimum GPA and some 
require the knowledge of a 
foreign language. 

The cost of studying 
abroad is less than you may 
think, since students only 
have to pay SUNY tuition and 
program fees. Financial aid 
does apply. Some advice for 
students about to embark on 
this journey: don't forget to 
bring enough clothes. 
Europe does not have any 
dryers, or so I've been told.

The Learning Center, 
located on the first floor of 
the Feinberg Library, pro- 
vides students with many 
services such as the writing 
walk-in, study groups, 
computer services and most 
importantly, tutoring. 

Approximately 100 
students are employed by 
SUNY Pittsburgh's Learn- 
ing Center. Each tutor can 
work up to 12 hours a week, 
but most work five hours 
per week. 

Tutors cover a 
variety of courses including 



math, speech and hearing, 
foreign languages, science, 
anthropology, history, 
psychology, accounting, 
nursing, economics, English 
and writing. 

Students who want 
to be tutored must first 
make an appointment. The 
tutee must come to the 
session with prepared 
questions or "an idea to 
work on," said tutor Jenni- 
fer Thomas. "We are not 
there to proofread their 
work," added Thomas. 

Writing walk-in, a 



service whose tutors are 
available from 3-8 PM from 
Monday to Thursday, and 
from 6-8 PM on Sundays, 
does not require appoint- 
ments. 

Writing walk-in 
tutors are available to help 
students with writing prob- 
lems on papers in any 
course. 

Writing problems 
such as thesis statements, 
coherence and grammar are 
addressed by the tutors. 
"We are not there to write a 
student's paper for them," 



said Cherie Snyder, a writing 
walk-in tutor. "The papers 
are the student's responsibil- 
ity. The tutors are there to 
provide them with ways to 
develop their writing skills." 

Tutoring at the 
Learning Center is free for 
all SUNY Pittsburgh 
students. The Learning 
Center is open from 10 AM 
to 8 PM every day.

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President Horace Judson 





As the ninth president of SUNY Pittsburgh, 
Horace Judson plans to "maintain quality programs that 
meet students needs," despite budget cuts and low enroll- 
ment. As provost and academic vice-president at California 
State University at Stanislaus, an institution similar to the 
size and program mix at Plattsburgh, Judson dealt with 
these problems before and feels he is able to find the 
solutions. 

Judson stresses that the key to maintaining quality 
education for students is through proper planning of what 
is to be added or dropped within curricula depending on 
the budget. He plans every semester asking the question, 
"can students get the courses they need?" Judson says 
that through proper planning, students can get the 
courses they need without being closed out of them. 

He also stresses that communication between 
students and the school's administration is very important. 
He believes that through open communication, students 
will better understand the reasons certain decisions are 
made by administrators. "Whether they be for or against 



them, it's important to inform students of decisions, in 
which case, we get their feedback," says Judson. 

Judson is also planning to strengthen college/ 
community relations. "We have to get out into the com- 
munity, get people talking, get to know them and help 
them understand the issues and, mainly, avoid finger- 
pointing." Again, Judson stresses that communication is 
the key. 

Dr. Judson's recommendation came on Friday, Nov. 
5, 1993 by a unanimous vote of the college council faculty 
senate, faculty affairs committee and the presidential search 
committee. Chairman of the Plattsburgh College Council, 
Robert Garrow said,"speaking for the Council and, I 
believe, for most of the college community who have had 
the opportunity to meet and talk with Dr. Judson, I am 
convinced we have chosen the right individual to lead 
SUNY Plattsburgh into the 21st century" 

Judson was chosen out of nearly 100 candidates 
from around the U.S. The list was narrowed to three 
finalists and of these three - we got our winner. 
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The Learning Center and 
Writing Walk-In 



The Writing Walk-in 
is located in the SUNY 
Pittsburgh Learning Center 
on the first floor in the 
Feinberg Library, and is 
open Monday through 
Thursday, 3-8 PM and 
Sunday from 6-8 PM or by 
appointment. 

The Writing Walk-in 
not only offers free tutor- 
ing, but assists ENG 100 
and 101 students with 
computer word processing 
in the writing lab as well. 

Tutors in the Walk-in 
help students with different 
aspects of the writing 
process such as finding a 
topic, writing a rough draft, 
organizing material and 
revising. Any student can 
discuss their work with the 
tutors, whether they are 
graduate students or under- 
graduate students. 

All tutors in the 
Writing Walk-in have com- 
pleted the three-credit 
course "Training for Writing 
Tutors" (ENG 390]. In- 
structors have recom- 
mended these tutors for 
their demonstrated excel- 
lence in writing courses and 
for their ability to help 



other students. 

Writing walk-in 
tutors are not hired to 
criticize or intimidate 
students, nor are they 
hired to rewrite students' 
papers, substitute their 
ideas in place of the stu- 
dents' ideas or proofread or 
edit papers. The walk-in is 
designed to help students 
with grammar, sentence 
fragments, run-on sentences 
and to generate ideas 
pertaining to their assign- 
ments.

The Phoenix Program has come to help many 
students here at SUNY Pittsburgh.

The Phoenix Program allows students whose GPAs 
have fallen below a 2.0 an opportunity to return to 
school in order to raise their GPAs. 

Located on the ninth floor of deFredenberg Hall, 
the Phoenix Program collects those students who have 
fallen below school standards together and regulates their 
activities by having sign-in sheets for whenever they come 
in or leave the floor. 

Not all students who have been academically 



dismissed from Pittsburgh have the opportunity to come 
back under the Phoenix Program. Qualified candidates are 
decided upon by their appeal to the school. 

Also, not all students who enter the Phoenix 
Program have a continuing successful career here at 
Plattsburgh. However, the ones who do are very thankful 
they were given the chance. There are many students who 
have entered the Phoenix Program and failed out the 
following semester. Then again, there are many students 
who entered the program and are now on the brink of 
making the Dean's List or graduating. It is this group of 
students we need to congratulate. 
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Matt Wanner en- 
tered the Phoenix Program 
in the Fall of 1991 with a 1.55 
GPA. Through a lot of hard 
work, Matt raised his grades 
to a 2.4 the following 
semester and was no longer 
considered on the program, 
though he remained a part 
of the floor. 

Matt now plans to 
graduate from Pittsburgh 
in December of '94, only 
one semester off from when 
he would have originally 
graduated.

SSP 



The Special Services 
Project (SSP), located on the 
first floor of the Angell 
College Center, provides 
services to students who are 
first generation college 
students, low-income stu- 
dents, and students with 
disabling conditions. The 
services offered include 
academic assistance in 
mathematics, science, 
reading, writing and study 
skills. 

SSP provides this 
academic assistance through 
teaching courses designed 
to enhance students' skills. 
Science study skills (SCI 
095), basic math [MAT 
099], study skills (EDR097), 
basic writing [ENG 100], 
and writing lab [ENG 090] 
are courses which help 
prepare students for college 
level work. They are de- 
signed to provide small 
sections of college courses 
while the student is adjust- 
ing to college life. 

SSP also provides 
advising and counseling. 
Students are assisted in 
making choices regarding 
their future, such as their 
careers, majors and the 
course selection process. 




Counseling allows students 
the opportunity to express 
their personal concerns in 
adapting to their new 
environment. 

SSP provides a 
number of services to 
learning disabled students as 
well. These services include 
untimed test taking, taped 
textbooks, tutoring, time 
management training, 
preferred scheduling, aca- 
demic advisement, personal 
counseling, career counsel- 
ing and skills classes. 



To qualify for SSP 
services, a student must 
meet at least one of the 
following requirements. 

1. Have documented 
proof of a learning 
disability 

2. Be physically handi- 
capped 

3. Be a first generation 
college student 

4. Be a student with a 
low-income who 

meets the income 
eligibility criteria. 
SSP is designed to 



help students succeed 
academically as well as 
personally and socially. The 
SSP office has a full staff of 
professional instructors, 
counselors and tutors who 
have developed courses and 
programs to help students 
achieve their goals and 
adapt to the college experi- 
ence successfully.

Is modern media in danger of 
becoming a pit stop to a nether world 
filled with nothing but seamy lies and 
insubstantial celebrity scandal? Appar- 
ently so, according to nationally 
renowned journalist Carl Bernstein, 
who visited SUNY Pittsburgh on 
behalf of the student 
Association Leadership Conference on 
Friday, Nov. 5. Bernstein, a key figure 
behind the "real story" of the 
Watergate Hotel break-in during the 
Nixon administration, spoke to a full 
house in the Warren Ballroom on the 
American Press and the Slow Death of 
Truth. 

Bernstein said that journalism 
is in danger of "losing its way" amidst 
a sea of sensational stories being 
covered by nearly every media source 
worldwide. 

According to Bernstein, the 
"most basic definition of good report- 
ing is the ability to obtain the best 
possible version of truth." Bernstein 
said,"journalists worldwide are trading 
this definition in for profit-making 
journalism that has little to do with 
truth, reality or content." 

Bernstein pointed to the 
Nixon administration's contempt for 
free press as the beginning of the 
demise of the press' credibility. 
Bernstein said this contempt still exists 
and may be the most lasting reminder 
to the Nixon era. Despite these nega- 
tive reminders from year's past, jour- 
nalists continue to build on this 
contempt through poor reporting 
practices and inadequate coverage of 
important stories. 

"Our reporting wasn't good 



enough in the past few years and it's 
not good enough now." 

According to Bernstein, the 
last 20 years of journalism have been 
exonerated by what he called the 
"triumph of idiot culture." He said 
that this idiot culture results in the 
media's high prioritizing of scandalous 
stories and low prioritizing of hard 
news stories. 



"Most of our journalism is 
utterly without context," Bernstein 
said. "The press is often a source of 
misinformation." 

He said that "journalists need 
to return to the reporting of informa- 
tion important to Gumby's welfare."
